I. Program Description:

Recognizing that the economy of Mississippi depends in large measure upon the devel opment and wise use of natural
resources in the state, the Mississippi Legidature established the Forest and Wildlife Research Center (FWRC) in
1994. Since its establishment, scientists in the FWRC have worked towards the goal of creating a sustainable natural
resource environment in Mississippi. The FWRC provides the only research program in Mississippi focused on
managing and utilizing the forest, wildlife, fisheries, and water resources while protecting and enhancing the natural
environment associated with these resources. The FWRC supports research that encourages the growth and
development of the forest products manufacturing industries, including furniture. The forestry, forest products,
wildlife, and fisheries resources and industriesin Mississippi collectively contribute $21 billion to the Mississippi
economy annually.

[1. Program Objective:
Demands for research information and technical assistance placed on the units that comprise the FWRC have
increased at arapid rate. Several factors have created an increased demand for research including changesin the
economics of timber production; conversion of agricultural land to forests; urban sprawl; increased fuel and energy
costs; changesin capital requirements for manufacturing facilities; and expanding public interest in managing forest
lands for wildlife habitat and/or recreation.

Scientistsin the Forest and Wildlife Research Center were thefirst in the nation to develop a comprehensive,
spatially-explicit inventory of forest resourcesin the state. Forest inventory software and methodol ogy devel oped by
FWRC are currently being used by the Mississippi Forestry Commission's Institute for Forest Inventory. A forest
products/bio-energy mill location and decision support system based on state's county-level forest inventory and
geo-spatial information has been devel oped and used by numerous industries desiring to locate to Mississi ppi.
Industries wishing to locate to the state use the software devel oped by the FWRC to determine the ideal location to
build a facility, based on the availability of the resources. KiOR, BlueFire Renewables, Enviva Pellets, DRAX
Biomass I nternational, and Kengro are among 52 companies using and/or devel oping biomass into energy in the
state. Many of these companies used the inventory software devel oped by the Forest and Wildlife Research Center to
determine the economically optimal location to place their plant or mill with the closest access to raw materials.
Techniques in operations research have been incorporated into the system that determines mill locations to minimize
the costs of procuring wood and transporting products. This software will aid economic development decisions for
state planners and industry.

Exurban development, expansion of the urban-wildland interface, growth of resident wildlife populations such as
white-tailed deer, increased air and ground traffic, and introduction of exotic wildlife such as feral pigs have
contributed to growing human-wildlife conflicts and economic impact of wildlife damage. 1nthe U.S,, wild pigs
(Sus scrofa) are non-native, invasive pests that pose a significant threat to agriculture, forestry, ecosystems,
watersheds, native plant and animal communities, and human health. In Mississippi, approximately 40% of the land
area is now occupied by wild pigs. Economic impacts of wild hog damage in the Southeast have been estimated at
$1.5 hillion/year. Wild pigs are host to at least 7 economically important livestock diseases and vectors of 9 zoonotic
diseases of human health concern. Research designed to quantify rate of range expansion, economic impacts, and
effective control methods is needed to educate landowners, natural resource professional's, and policy makers on the
negative impact of wild pigs and inform local, state, and national policy. With therisein avian bird flu and other
livestock/wildlife related illnesses, the Center for Resolving Human Wildlife Conflicts provides an important research
and outreach component to improve the welfare of Mississippians as well as citizens in the eastern region of the U.S.
This center of excellenceisa critical component in resolving human/wildlife conflicts through teaching, research,
and extension.
